Response to Arguments 

1 . Claims 5, 1 5 and 33 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-10, 21-28 and 37-39 are pending. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pages 8-10, filed 12/13/2007, with 
respect to claims 1-4, 6-10, 21-28 and 37-39 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph rejection of claims 1-4, 6-10 and 
21-28 has been withdrawn. The 35 USC 103(a) rejection of claims 1-4, 6-10, 21- 
28 and 37-39 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-4, 6-10, 21-28 and 37-39 are allowed. The reasons for 
allowanced are outlined in the Appeal Brief filed 3/21/2007.
